The FBI, morcever, is a 
power regarded os sinister by 
many, with pride by more, and 
with fear by criminals of every 
persuasion and stature. Hoover, 
himself, has always been 
suspected by intellectuals und 
Nberals and. in an age char- 
ectertsed bv suspicion bordcring 
at times on a national hysteria, 
the man and his work have be- 
come a mujor issue.
